What came near proving an outright 


fatal accident took place near Ccrro Gor- 
clo on yesterday (Tuesday;. Rev. David 
Frantz, aged about 60 years,-who is a well- 
known Dunkard preacher, went to Cerro 
Oordo yesterday after a load of tile. The 
heavy farm wagon wan drawn by a team 
of four horses, one of which was a spiritee 
colt. The reverend gentleman, after lone 
ing the wagoa with tile, started for hi 
home near the Dunkard church, thre 
miles northwest of Cerro Gordo. On th 
way the colt became fractious,-frightenin 
the other horses nnd causing the team t 
run mi-ay with the loaded wagon. Eei 
Frantz was thrown ofT under the wagon 
one of the wheels passing over his bod 
in a diagonal direction from one hip join 
to his chest. Passing friends came to tb 
rescue of the old gentleman and fount, 
that aeveral ribs were broken nnd that h 
was otherwise seriously injured. He i. 
believed to be dangerously hurt internal 
:.v. Last evening the indications w 
;hat he was suffering from hemorrhage 
'.he kidneys. Mr. John Frantz, a nephc\ 
of the unfortunate man, who war; seen ii 
Decatnr to-day by a reporter, states th 
le considers his uncle in an alarming con 
clition.

He Knew he was About to Die and Gave 


Directions as to the Disposition 


ot his Body. 


I-rmn Turvlay'x Daiij/. 


Last evening between four and fi- 


o'clock an English shoemaker named 
George Newick, who was 61 years of age 
last March, and has been in "the employ 
of Osoar AVilliamson and other shoema- 
kers in this city during the past'nine 
years, called upon Nebinger & Reeser at 
their leather supply house on North Wa- 
ter street, and after talking awhile about 
commonplace matters, he told them that 
he felt he would die soon, probably 
within two weeks, and he wanted the 
gentlemen named to take charge of his 
body and send it to his brother, AValter 
Newick, at Beetown, Grant county, AVis., 
for burial. This strange request" rather 
startled Mr. Reeser nnd Mr. Nebinger, 
but they consented to do as they were 
bidden, at the same time receiving from 
Newick $60 in money he left with them to 
pay expenses that might be iucutred. 
Mr. Newick was under the influence of 
liquor at the time, but he did not appear 
to be iu a condition to occasion alarm. 
Soon after Newick left the store and pass- 
ed over the crossing. On reaching the 
pavement at the corner of the First M. E. 
Church, the old gentleman fell backward 
suddenly, having experienced a paralytic 
stroke that rendered him unconscious. 
Friends rushed to his relief nnd bore him 
to the Drake Hotel, where he was given a 
comfortable room. An examination by 
Dr. F. S. Grimes disclosed the fact that 
m falling Newick had struck the back of 
his head against the stone curbing, but 
the rim of the felt hat he wore- prevented 
a fracture of the skull, nnd there wns no 
appearance of the senjp being cut. It 
was only slightly bruised. It was also 
discovered that the entire left side of the 
unfortunate Englishman wns pr.ralyzed. 
It was thought last night that the "man 
would die, but lie received the best of at- 
;entiou and was nlive—though seemingly 
in a dying condition—at 10 o'clock this 
forenoon. 


This morning Dr. Grimes called Dr. 


A\. J. Chenoweth to consult with him in 
regard to the wise, and they agreed that 
Newick was suffering with' extravasation 
of blood on the brain, or apoplexy. 


DEATH OF NEWICK. 


At fifteen minutes past eleven o'clock 


.his forenoon Newiek died, being ntteud- 
'd in his last moments by Dr. Grimes, 
Air. Reeser and others. The body of the 
deceased will be prepared for the coffin, 
nnd to-morrow it will be sent to Beetown, 
Wis., by American express over the Illi- 
lois Central railroad, by Nobinger & 
Seeser, to whom Newink spoke his last 
nfelligible words on earth. 


The deceased inherited about $3,000 


rom a deceased brother, beside whose 
emains he will be laid at rest in the Bee- 
own cemetery. With part of this sum 
ic purchased the Union house property 
on East Main street, which is now owned 
>y the American Vapor Stove company. 
it is stated that Newick had about 82,000 
n cash in AVisconsin nt the time of his 
leath.

It is singular to remark how men, and I 


often shrewd business men, too, will to 
avoid spending money in one way, spend 
twice as much in another. A striking in- 
stance in this odd description of economy 
is seen in the case of country roads. Far- 
mers and others will whine over paying a 
rate for good substantial road repairs, 
who submit without a wry fnce to pay for 
wagons worn out years before they should 
be, and horses and mules worn down in 
their prime through bad roads, besides 
submitting to the loss of tame and injury 
to their business that comes from inabil- 
ity to haul through the mud and ruts and 
holes that exist iu the roads about them. 
If those who live where such roads are 
tolerated—and that would include nearly 
every community in Illinois—were to en- 
ter in a book the loss of bnsiness, the loss 
of animal service, the damages to wagons 
and harness, besides the personal discom- 
fort to themselves and family, and add all 
up one side of the account, then put down 
the amount of a road tax that would give 
them good roads all tho year round, that 
would add to tho value of their property 
and encourage immigrants to settle in

"The New York public hasn't much dis- 
crimination.

This article of furniture 
is the best thermometer of the condition 
of the work, books, slates, in fact every- 
thing connected with the school. AVe 
know of nothing which takes the place of 
the desk as an index to the condition of 
the school. Is the teacher's desk neatlv 
dusted and well kept? Then look to seb 
good order nnd neatness throughout the 
room. Are the books and papers on the 
instructor's desk all topsy turvy? Then 
expect to see tho books and papers of the 
pupils all disarranged. A close inspec- 
tion of the teacher's desk at any time 
during school hours will indicate the con- 
dition of the pupils' desk also. We have 
noted as a matter of curiosity as well as 
fact, the length of terms and tho condi- 
gn of the teacher's desk compared with 
those of the pupils in these schools.

LACK OF DISCIPLINE. 


Independence in politics is a good 


thing—that is, it is good in theory 
and beautiful to dilate upon before 
an audience or through the newspa- 
pers—bat as advocated by the "re 
formers" of to-day, and as practiced 
by the visionary gentlemen who occa- 
sionally break into office it is imprac- 
tical in the extreme and subversive 
of every object which is sought to be 
attained through the medium of po- 
litical organization. Parties are ag- 
gregations of men banded together 
by similarity of ideas, and laboring 
for the accomplishment of a common 
purpose. 
To become effective they 


must of necessity act in unison, just 
as an army does, for the same rules 
which apply to military operations 
control political movements. How- 
ever large an army might be, and 
however well it were equipped and 
supplied, it would never score a vic- 
tory if each individual soldier were 
to go into battle "on his own hook,' 
so to speak. It is the solid masses 
of troops hurled in n body upon the 
enemy that break his linos and put 
him to flight. 


The Republican party, while made 


up of tho most intelligent element' 
of our population, and comprising in 
u remarkable degree tho thinking 
ami reading portion of the people, 
has always recognized the principle 
that unity of action is a prime neces- 
sity when political victories are to bo 
won; therefore, differences of opinion 
on questions of minor importance 
have generally been subordinated to 
tho main purpose of consolidating 
upon the general issue—the desired 
triumph over tho Bourbon enemy. 
Side issues have- frequently been 
sprung Tor the purpose of distract- 
ing anil dividing tho rank and lile,

od for a brief period to doiuorrJize 
tin? voting strength of tho party to 
such a degree <-.s to enable the tatter- 
iicmalion hosts of Democracy to 
claim a temporary triumph, but only 
for a little while. 
Returning reason 


has always cotno with time for reflec- 
tion, and the solid vanks of Kopubli- 
canism would again go forth, con- 
conquering nnd to conquer. 
Just 


now the country is being treated to 
another general exhibition on the 
''independent" stage, where- certain 
small statesmen are posing as politi- 
cal purists, and insisting upon put- 
ting tho Democracy to llight single- 
handed and alone. 
It is of no avail 


to point out to them the corpses of 
their many heroic but misguided pro- 
docessors, who wont down to their 
political graves in contests o£ this 
character. It signilies naught, in 
their estimation, that the precedents 
arc all against them; they much re- 
semble tho crack-brained enthusiasts 
who spend their lives in fruitless en- 
deavors to invent perpetual motion.

ft»w of these "independent'' Repub- 
licans, win) I'lruclaiiu their intention 
to oppose tho passage of the appor- 
tionment bills, and thereby cive the 
eneiuv an advantage uierolv toirrati-

fy their own whims. 
It goes with- 


out saying that these "independent^ 
kickers will meet with most summary 
and condign punishment when the 
people get a chance to express their 
views, next November. 
The appor- 


tionments are eminently fnir and ju^t. 
and UK- people who pay the taxes 
will nor tamely submit to a prolon- 
gation of the session produced by 


the. captious opposition of a few mal- 
content?., when K v e i y . d a y that is 
wasted costs nearly two thousand 
dollars. 
Not only the Republican 


party, but the people of the state 
generally, without regard to part}', 
are thus made to suffer less through 
tin1 lack of discipline which 
has 


shown itself among the majority of f)lt» 
legislature. 


In the house of representatives at 


"Washington yesterday tho Itupubli- 
eans. through a division in their 
ranks, allowed the Democrats to 
achieve a victory, whereby a rebel 
brigadier is permitted for a little 
longer to occupy a seat to which he 
was not elected. 
On a vote to take 


up the I.ynch-Chahuors case, tifteen 
Republicans who desired to take up 
the tariff bill voted with the Demo- 
crats in the negative, and thus de 


feated its consideration. There is a 
sort of poetic justice, however, in \he 
fact that the tariff bill was laid aside 
by a similar vote, and the house went 
into a useless discussion upon a ques- 
tion that had nothing in it but cam- 
paign thunder. 
Better discipline 


upon the part of the Republicans, 
and less desire to "go it alone" on 
the part of the independent states- 
men, would have resulted in undoing 
a wrong which the party in power 
stands solemnly pledged to rectify. 
"Independence" is very good on 
dress parade, but it never won a con- 
test when there was fighting to bo 
done. 


THE first gun in the campaign will 


be fired in Oregon, June 5, when a 
full state ticket is to be chosen, and 
also a member of the Forty-eighth 
Congress, though tho successful man 
will not take his seat until December, 
1883, or a full year and a half after 
his election. 
This is one of the most 


singular features of our political sys- 
tem. 
Most of tha next congress will 


be elected in November, over a year 
before the first meeting of that Con- 
gress, and, as in the case of Oregon, 
there are scattering elections still 
further in advance of the opening. 
While this practice takes the repre 
sentatives elect out from the midst of 
the dangers of hasty action, which 
would attend a session with campaign 
politics at white heat, it makes them 
also less the agents of the popular 
will, which is liable to change mater- 
ially in the course of a year or eighteen 
months. 
The Oregon 
republicans 


have already held their convention, 
and have ronominated Congressman 
George. They, of course, condemn- 
ed the President's veto of the Chi- 
nese bill. The state gave Garfiold a 
plurality of only 07.1, and this years 
campaign promises to be quite lively. 


ELEVEN ocean steamers, contain- 


ing about 8,500 immigrants, landed 
at Castle Garden one dny last week. 
It is expected that fully 70,000 will 
make their advent in this country 
this montli. nnd r.ot less than 100.- 
JOO next month. These figiires are 
unprecedented. 
The immigrants are 


mainly from Holland, Germany and 
Scandinavia, with considerable num- 
bers from England, Ireland, Franco 
Switzerland and Italv. 


A WATCHMAKER of Middlebury, Vt, 


has applied his ingenuity in a rather 
unnecessary and disagreeable manner 
to the construction of a clock which 
acts out the assassination of Presi- 
dent Garfield. 
The machine is thus 


described: 


It is a cuckoo clock, with an at- 


tachment representing a railroad sta- 
tion in miniature. 
At one window 


is a ticket agent dealing out tickets, 
while at another a telegraph operator 
is seen busy at work, and truckmen, 
porters, train dispatchers, etc., are 
all flying around as natural as life. 
All of these figures are of wood about 
two inches long. 
At the end of each 


hour the cuckoo announces the fact, 
and immediately a figure of President 
Garfield appears on the platform on 
which the scene is enacted, accompa- 
nied by an effigy of Mr. Elaine. Gni- 
teau is seen to follow him, having 
just alighted from a truck wagon,and 
as Le fires at the President the latter 
falls. Just then a train of cars come 
dashing in, and in the confusion all 
the principal actors are carriocl into 
the depot out of sight. 
After the 


train dispatcher has given the signal 
and the train has gone, a small door 
at the left opens and a priest ap- 
pears, book in. hand, in the act of 
reading a funeral service, while at 
the same time another door at the 
left opens and Guiteau appears upon 
the gallows. 
Tho priest returns, the 


gallows disappear with Guiteau, and 
the doors close. 
The performance 


takes about three minutes.

Charles H. Reed repre- 
sents Guiteau, Mr. Scoville having 
absolutely withdrawn from the case.

building was faulty in several re- 
spects. None of those faults should 
be reproduced in the new building, 
but on the contrary as many requi- 
sites should be added as our increas- 
ing wants demand.

So long as there are differ- 
ent parses, aud differing factions in 
each party, an augel from heaven 
could not possibly satisfy the people 
who make up those parties and fac, 
tions of parties. 
And Mr. Arthur is 


not au angel. As for thnt matter he 
does not pretend to bo angelic or in- 
fallible. 
But ho is nevertheless a 


mnu of capacity, and a man of as 
much capacity as nature usually en- 
dows presidents with. 
And we'huvo 


had some men for presidents upon 
whom nature bestowed a good deal 
of ability. 
As suggested by the pa- 


per we started to quote from, namely, 
the St. Louis Republican, Mr. Arthur 
could never have cut the figure he 
has without a large share of ability. 
He has, besides, in the language of 
the Republican, the "shrewdness and 
tact which belong to the trained 
politician and cultured man of the 
world. 
He knows wh«,n to talk and 


when to keep silent, and he does very 
little talking. 
He is p.s reticent as 


Grant used to be, but for a different 
reason and in a different way. 
He 


has decided opinions and a strong 
will, partially concealed under a dig- 
nified and graceful demeanor. 
Tho 


gloved hand hns a grip of ith own, 
and there are some indications of 
claws. 
The still waters run much 


deeper than many suspect. 
From 


tho day Garnold was shot until he 
died, Mr. Arthur behaved with ad- 
mirable taste and discretion. 
The 


ordeal was a most trying one. but ho 
was fully equal to it 
He withdrew 


as far as possible from the public 
g.-v.e, and neither by word or deed, 
hint or suggestion, interfered in the 
least with the management of affairs 
he was soon to control. He did 
nothing, said nothing, allowed noth- 
ing to be said or done for him, to 
which the most unfriendly critic 
could object. 
His conduct was ab- 


bolutely faultless, aud, consequently, 
when the time came for him to step 
to the highest place, even those who 
most bitterly regretted the change of 
rulers had no just ground for com- 
plaint. 
He had effectually spiked 


the guns which otherwise would have 
opened' fire on him at once. 
This 


freedom from immediate attack se- 
cured him the necessary leisure and 
mental equanimity to mature his 
plans for future "operation.'1 And 
whatever his future operations may 
be, the manner in which he bore 
himself in tho trying ordeal that fol- 
lowed the assassination of President 
Garfield, stamped him as a man of 
consummate tnct and discretion: and 
those qualities could not have been 
displrv\ed as he displayed them ex- 
cept in conjunction with a high or- 
der of common sense, and conse- 
quently of wisdom. As we have said, 
he will very likely do some things 
that will not suit everybody; but 
that his administration, on the whole, 
will bo such as to reflect credit ou 
the republic, theic is no good reason 
to doubt.

PANAMA, April 12.— The last steam- 


er from the south coast brought the 
sad news of the sudden death, on 
the morning of March 27, of General 
Stephen A. Hnrlbut, United States 
Minister resident in Peru. The Lima 
correspondent of the Star and Her- 
ald describes the distressing inci- 
dents in connection with the sad 
event 
He says: 


-p to the morning of his death,the 


deceased gentleman had been enjoy- 
ing the best of health. He hud been 
visiting his friecds and taking leave 
of them, prior to ID'S departure for the 
United States, which was fixed for 
the Oth proximo, and nothing indi-, 
cated bis sadden demise. 
He nwoke 


and dressed as usual early on the 
27th, played for some little time With 
his two grandchildren, of whom he 
was excessively 
fond, 
and then, 


whilst washing his face, was sudden- 
ly seized with sach intense pain in 
the region of the heart as compelled 
him to give vent to agonizing cries, 
which aroused every one in the house. 
He was soon surrounded by Mrs. 
Hurlbut and his son, Mrs. George 
Hurlbut, and his wife and servants, 
but for some minutes remained in 
strong agony and totally deprived of 
all power of articulation. A doctor 
was almost instantaneously summon- 
ed, but no appliances were at hand 
to render assistance, even if such 
could have been of service against 
tho acute attack from which the Gen- 
eral was suffering. 
He was placed 


upon a bed, where he momentarily 
recovered consciousness. 
His first 


exclamation was, '-'God bless you all; 
I am dying; oh, my heart!" A few 
more disjointed phrases were all he 
uttered, and in less than twenty min- 
utes from the first attack he ceased 
to exist. 


Directly after the calamity became 


known, General Lynch despatched 
an aide to offer surgical or other iis 
sistanco which might be required, 
and tho Legation wa?> thronged by 
a multitude of all nationalities,whose 
subdued voices and spontaneous con- 
dolences proved how terribly and 
widespread the blow had made"itself 
felt. 


General Lynch atonco offered, in 


the name of the government of Chili, 
to tnke charge of tho remains and 
give them a public burial, couducted 
with tho ceremony and honor due to 
thfe high official position and military 
rank of the deceased. 
This offer, 


however, was declined by Mrs. Hnrl- 
but, who was averse to a military dis- 
play, and expressed the wish that the 
Episcopal Church services should be 
held at the Legation, aud that the 
body have temporary lodgment in 
the Meiggs vault at Villegas, kindly 
placed* at her disposal by Henry 
Meiggg, pending the transfer of the 
remains to the United States. 


These wishes were carried out, nl 


though 
modified 
by 
a 
large 


attendance at the removal of the re- 
mains from the Legation to the rail- 
road station, and by acceding the re- 
quest of some prominent Peruvian 
gentlemen to be admitted to offer 
marked tributes of respect. 
They 


received permission to drape the res- 
idence in mourning, and constructed 
•in one of the largest salons a mortu- 
ary chapel, in which the body lay, 
and was viewed by r. great number 
of visitors. 
The remains wore sur- 


rounded by ornute -funeral decora- 
tions, and a wealth of floral adorn- 
ments 


The suddenness of thf death of 


General Hurlbuf gave rise to num- 
berless minors, the rir?t of which as- 
serted that he died from the effects 
of poison. Extravagance succeeded 
extravagance in such a form that the 
authorities considered it their duty 
to recommend that a post mortem 
examination be held. 
The family 


strongly, opposed any examination, 
since all wero thoroughly satisfied as 
as to the cause of death", but public 
grounds were urged upon tbfcrn by 
friends, aud finally Mrs. Hurlbut re- 
luctantly gave her consent. The ex- 
amination took place yesterday in the 
presence of ten surgeons of different 
nationalities. 
Drs. Schoneld and 


Baldwin,of the Pensacoln, performed 
the operation, being assisted by oth- 
ers. 
It was most carefully executed, 


a;id almost all present agreed in de- 
claring that death had arisen from 
aneurism of the heart. 
One or two, 


however, expressed a wish that the 
contents of the stomach should be 
analy/.ed, aud as this request could 
nst be refitted, although believed un- 
necessary, it was determined to trans- 
mit a portion of them to Dr. Rai- 
moudi for the purpose. 
When this 


determination was arrived at. Drs. 
Scon'eld and Baldwin considered it 
their duty to adopt a like precaution, 
although perfectly satisfied that his 
death had arisen from natural cause, 
and consequently sealed a jar. which 
leaves for New York per to-morrow's 
steamer, for analysis there. 


Among the first to arrive at the 


Legation after General Hurlbut's 
death, were Gen. Moore, United 
States Consul in Callao, and Admiral 
Belch. General Moore at onca as- 
sumed charge of the Legation and of 
the archives. 


On the 6th of next month the cas- 


ket will be removed with every solem- 


nity. A procession of boat* from 
the men-of-war and merchantmen in 
Callao will accompany it to tl»e 
steamer which will convey it to Pan- 
ama, en route to the United States. 


LONDON, April 20.— Charles Robert 


Darwin, the well-known scientist, is 
dead, aged 73 years. 


[Mr. Darwin wan born at Shrews- 


bury, Eng., Feb. 12, 1809. 
He was 


the son of Doctor Robert Waring 
Darwin, and jrandson of the 
braterj br. Erasmus Darwin,, 
poetical, philanthropic and scientific 
physician of Litchfield." His motk- 
er was a daughter of Jonah Wedg- 
wood, the modern founder of English 
pottery manufacture, He was edn^ 
cated 
at 
Shrewsbury 
Grammar 


bchool, at the University of Edin- 
burgh and Christ's College, Cam- 
bridge. He was known all over the 
civilized world through bis scientific 
works, his "Origin of Species by 
Natural Selection" having been trans- 
lated in many languages. He had 
received many honors from universi- 
ties, societies, etc., and was created a 
Knight of the Order Pour le Merits 
by the Prussian government

Stupendous Profits in Speculation. 


To those who like to figure on the 


subject of grain and other kinds of 
gambling, the gambling in cotton 
will furnish some interesting figures. 
The cotton crop of the world amounts 
to seven million bales, yet during 
last year the ''turn-over future de- 
livering contracts" show eighty mil- 
lion bales. 
The cotton crop of the 


world last year was worth not uioro 
than $400,000,000, yet the option 
sales of that crop, resold from day 
to day, footed up to the enormous 
amount of five billion dollars, or 
more than twelve times its actual 
value. These figures will also apply 
to the speculation in whect, corn, 
oats, pork, lard, &c., and it is thus 
easily understood how that the mil- 
lions of money aro obtained when 
speculators des'ire to make a "corner" 
on producers' raw materials. 


Tut Arlington estate, at Washing- 


ton, 
Gen. Lee's old homestead, and 


for the recovery of which his heirs 
have brought suit, contains about 
1,100 acres, and is valued at $300,- 
000. Tho title set up is derived from 
a sale in default of payment of taxes 
under tho act for the collection of di- 
rect taxes in insurrectionary states, 
passed in 1802 and 18(53. 
It is also 


claimed that this sale, in which the 
United States became purchasers, is 
invalid, because the commissioners 
under tho act, after the property WBH 
advertised for sale, declined to re- 
ceive the taxes except from the own- 
er in person.
